As  promised,  I  checked  in  with  LA  Building  and  Safety  to  learn  about  the  permits 
your  neighbors  acquired  for  8241  Ellenboqen  Street.  They  have  up  to  eight 
permits:  one  closed,  four  finalized,  and  three  in  progress.  Their  permits  are  a 
mixture  of  construction  on  their  site  whether  it  be  re-roofing,  adding  in  a  patio  cover, 
or  adding  an  addition  to  their  storage/garage;  (building  addition,  new  building,  and 
repair). 

Based  on  my  site  visit,  it  does  look  like  they  are  in  line  with  their  permits.  I  will  make 
another  site  visit  to  make  sure.
